Albert Lambert, president of the St. 
Louis Aero Club, and a City Council- 
man, will seek authority from the 
Municipal Assembly to use a strip of 
land on the north side of the Fair- 
ground as an aviation school. 

“There is no such thing as a public 
aviation field for beginners in the 
country,” said Lambert Friday .to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “It would be 
a great advertisement for St. Louis to 
have the first such course. 

“At the Fairground, which is being 
converted into a park, there is a strip 
of treeless ground 100 yards wide and 
running the length of the north side of 
the park. It is an ideal plate for avi- 
ators to try out their machines and to 
practice flying. They would come here 
for hundreds of miles around to take 
advantage of the course. 

“Space is to be given in the park to 
various .sports, such as baseball and 
tennis. Why should not aviation, which 
is another sport, also have recognition? 


Would Use Strip for Meet. 


like to use this space for the big aero- 
plane meet to be held here this fall, in- 
dependently of that held on Long Is- 
land. There are to be six Wright ma- 
chines in the tournament. I am in 
favor of the city’s turning, the park over 
to the Aero Club for that week. We 
would charge a small admission and 
pay the expenses of the meet, which will 
be about $50,000, If there were any sur-: 
plus, it would be given to the city.” 

Park Commissioner Scanlan says that 
it would not be lawful to charge ad- 
missions to a city park, and that the 
aviators might bowl over some of his 
shrubs and plow up. his grass. 
Aeroplane fledglings will try their 
wings for the first time at the aviation 
meet for novices during the week of 
June 20-25, at the old Delmar race track, 
under the auspices of the St. Louis Aero 
Club. Those eligible are owners or 
builders of aeroplanes who have never 
made a flight of more than 100 yards 
at any exhibition where admission was 
charged. Prizes averaging $400 a day are 
offered.

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LINK IN JAIL 
AS WITNESS IN

CHICAGO, May  13.—Representative 


Link, in custody of Sheriff Werner, ar- 
rived before noon in Springfield and 
was placed in the county jail. 

Efforts are being made now to ob- 
tain his liberty. Why State’s Attorney 
Burke had him arrested if he wanted 
him to appear before the grand jury is 
not known. When Link left Springfield 
Tuesday his attorney Frank Reid told 
the State’s Attorney in the presence of 
Former Prosecutor Hatch, that any 
time Link was wanted Mr. Hatch would 
produce him.

Brewster was the lawyer for 
a Mrs. Frank, who sued Dr. Hyde in 
1905 for a breach of promise. He de- 
voted a large part of his two hours 
as had Frank P. Walsh before him, 
to playing upon the sympathies of the 
jurors by references to Mrs. Hyde, 
whose condition is delicate. 

Several of the jurors were in tears 
when Brewster said: “‘Gentlemen, it ts 
for you to say whether, when Frances 
Hyde goes down into the valley of the 
shadow of death, and comes back hold- 
ing a little baby in her arns, she 
shall see he? husband and helpmeet be- 
side her, or shall realize that he has 
been strangled to death like a dog. It 
is for you, gentlemen, to decide.’ 

Mrs. Hyde wept almost constantly 
during the speech. Her mother’s eyes 
were dry. 

Brewster eloquently pictured the home 
life of the Hydes, and brought tears to 
many eyes when he declared that the 
death penalty for Dr. Hyde “meant not 
only death for him, but probably death 
for his wife and her unborn baby.” 

When | Brewster referred bitterly «to 
the, Jawyets,Mrs. Logan O. Swope had 
hired to assist the prosecution, he drew 
a reprimand from Judge Latshaw.

and almost smiling as she heard the 
calm and adroit persuasion of .he law- 
yer. 

At one point Atwood introduced a 
comparison between circumstantial evi- 
dence. Judge Latshaw had ruled that 
the evidence in this case is -circum- 
stantial. 

‘Let us suppose,” said Atwood, “that 
I shot down my friend Paxton’’ (re- 
ferring to John G. Paxton, an executor 
of the estate and Mrs. Swope’s agent 
in the investigation which led to the 
indictment of Hyde). ‘ 

“Let us suppose that you 12 men see 
me walk into a store and buy a bullet 
of peculiar and unusual size and cali- 
ber. Let us suppose that you see me 
lean over and fire a revolver at Mr. 
Paxton, and he drops dead in front of 
your eyes. ‘Let us suppose that his 
body is cut open, and that a bullet of 
the kind I bought is found in it. 
Explains Circumstantial Evidence. 
“That, gentlemen, is circumstantial 
evidence. None of you actually saw the 
bullet enter Mr. Paxton’s body. You 
only saw me fire it. 

“In this case we know that Dr. B. 
Clark Hyde bought a peculiar poison— 
so peculiar that in all his 20 years’ ex- 
perience as'a druggist, Hugh Brecklein 
had never sold it to any other physi- 
clan. We see him hand it to the nurse, 
and she gives it to Col. Swope. The 
bullet is fired. We do not see it enter 
Col. Swope’s stomach, but when his 
body is cut open we find there the 
self-same poison Dr. Hyde bought at 
Brecklein’s drug store. It is circum- 
stantial evidence, gentlemen, but can 
you entertain a doubt as to who is re- 
sponsible for this murder?” 

Atwood referred to the disputed fact 
as to whether Dr. Hyde was present 
at the Swope home the Sunday before 
last ‘Thanksgiving, when hevis said by 
the ‘prosecution to have. infected the 
drinking water with typhoid bacilli and 
to have told Mrs. ope he knew the 
terms of Col, Swope’s will. This is 
important as showing Dr. Hyde's mo- 
tive, if he is guilty, and Atwood dwelt 
on the fact that 14-year-old Sarah Swope 
said Dr. Hyde was there that day. 
Dr. and Mrs. Hyde deny it. 

“Little Sarah Swope toddies to the 
witness stand heré,” said Atweod, “and 
says she knows Dr. Hyde was there, 
because she heard him. talking about 
the football game the next Thankagiv- 
ing. Can you believe that out of the 
‘mouths of thé sb pas ae sucklings 
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offices as the nurses are callei on 
daily to perform. 

He took up in turn Walsh’s insinua- 
tions that the testimony of Mrs. Swope 
was untrue, and said that in effect 
Walsh declares that he would not ac- 
cuse Mrs. Swope of perjury, but that in 
the next breath he said she had per- 
jured herself. He carried out the point 
as to other witnesses, until a ripple of 
laughter ran through the courtroom. 
Judge Latshaw struck the bench sternly. 

‘This is not a matinee,” he said. “If 
there are any light-headed persons here 
who think it is, the marshais will put 
thein out.” 

Every one of the six men who saw 
Col. Swope’s body at the autopsy be- 
lieve that he could not have died from 
natural cause, Atwood declared, and he 
urged the jury to consider this as of 
greater weight than the testimony of 
the defense’s experts, “expressing an 
opinion on a carefully shaded hypo- 
thetical question.” 

He referred ‘» Walsh’s frequent state- 
ment that no inan of clean mind could 
think Dr. Hyde guilty and said that it 
was the filthy act°of poisoning another 
human being and not the filthy mind of 
the juror that was responsible. 

‘It is only necessary for the jury to 
remember Hyde’s demeanor on the wit- 
ness stand, when he was questioned 
about his purchases of cyanide ef po- 
tassium, to realize that he had no ex- 
planation to offer for it,’’ Atwood said. 
“He could not remember where he had 
bought the poison, except at Brecklein’s 
drug store recently, although he testi- 
fied that he had been using it for nine 
or ten years. Mr. Conkling almost 
prayed to him to tell the name of just 
one drug store where he had bought it 
before the purchases which figure in this 
case, in order that the noose might not 
tighten about his neck, but he could not. 


Mother and Daughter Compared. 


“Mrs. Swope must be the fountain of 
all her daughter’s virtues,”” Atwood eb- 
served, referring to Walsh’s speech, 
which was devoted in the main, it 
seemed, to proving that Mrs. Hyde was 
of too noble a cast to be an accessory 
to crime. 

“And yet Mr. Walsh would have you 
believe the daughter cannot lie,” said 
Atwood. 

If Dr. Hyde asked Nurse Kellar “to 
intercede with Col. Swope in order that 
Hyde might be made executor of the 
estate in place of Moss Hunton, that in 
itself was an innocent act, Atwood said, 
and he tried to make the jurors believe 
that Hyde’s denial of it was in itself 
a proof of his guilt. 

It was characteristic of the criminal 
pschycology, Atwood declared that Hyde 
should make the nurses administer the 
poisoned capsules. The coincidence of @ 
criminal would acquit him “If another’s 
hand dealt the blow.” And he dwelt on 
‘that fact that Dr. Hyde, being the 
physician, for the family would expect 
his ipse dixit as to the cause of death 
to be unquestioningly accepted. 


Coincidence About Typhoid.

SUPREME COURT 
UPHOLDS TAX ON 
EXCHANGE DEALS 


Members of the St. Louls Stock Ex- 
change and the Merchants’ Exchange 
will be required to pay at least $75,009 
into the State Treasury each year as 
the result of a decision handed down 
Friday by the Supreme Court at Jeffer- 
son City upholding the validity of the 
new stamp tax law. 

Under this law, which was passed by 
the Missouri’ Legislature in 1907, a tax 
of 26 cents is imposed on each marginal 
purchase of stock, grain, cotton or other 
commodities. 

In cases where the transactions in fu- 
tures are insignificant the State tax 
will exceed the amount of the broker’s 
cc Te

Woman Failed to Receive 
Piano Promised for Paper 
Subscriptions. 


The Rev. William E. Rutledge, pub- 
lisher of the Weekly Message, former 
pastor of the First Baptist Church in 
East St. Louis, was found guilty by 
a jury in the Federal Court at Fast 
St. Louis Friday of using the mails 
to defraud. His attorney, Frank C. 
Smith, made a motion for a new trial 

In the fall of 1907, according to the 
evidence,. Rutledge advertised in his 
paper to give a $350 piano for 20 sub- 
scriptions ati25 cents a year. Mrs. Liz- 
zie Hatch of Augusta. Ark., sent in the 
20 subscriptions and $5. She did not 
receive the piano. She wrote Ruiledge 
two letters but réceived no answer. 

Before this, in 1906, Rutledge ‘tad 
sent a létter to Mrs. Ora Fillington of 
Carlinville, Ill., offering her a piano if 
she procured 20 subscriptions at $1 each. 

The defense of Rutledge was that 
the terms of the proposition made to 
Mrs. Fillington were the result of a 
mistake on the part of his stenograph- 
er, who had failed to include a pro- 
vision that she was to sell a certain 
number of pianos. When ‘he discovered 
the mistake he gave her a piano. 

His defense to the Hatch charge was 
that he had not received the letters 
of Mrs. Hatch.

The interruption 
was only moderate, the maximum move- 
ment beginning at 3:38 and lasting for 
five minutes. The motion of the instru- 
ment was from east to west, indicating 
that the quake was west of Washington. 


UNIVERSITY SEISMOGRAPH 
REGISTERS TWO MAIN SHOCKS 


The seismograph at St. Louig Univer- 
sity registered an earthquake of 58 min- 
utes duration early Friday, according to 
the statement of the Rev. 
Goesse. The quake consisted of two 
tnain shocks, and is believed to have 
originated on the west coast of South 
America, probably 6500 miles distant 
from St. Louis. 

In several features as shown by the 
seismograph the earthquake was simi- 
lar to that of March 30. The movement 
of the earth was not perceptible to 
residents of this locality, but the dis- 
tant vibrations were distinct enough to 
be registered by the perfect mechanism 
at the university. 

According to Father Goessé, the 
north-south movement was more clearly 
defined than the east-west motion. The 
registration of the first preliminary 
shock took place on the north-south 
needle at 2:13 a. m., and the east-west 
needle made its first register at 2:22 a. 
m. 

The second preliminary on both 
needles was recorded at 2:28 a.m. The 
main shock took place at 2:34 a. m. 
on the north-south motion, and the 





j.main shock of the east-west quake came 


seven minutes later. The end of the 
motion was at 3:07 a. m. on the east- 
west needle. Father Goesse says that 
the quake may have been violent in 
South American countries.

CLEVELAND, O., May 18.—The seis- 
mograph at St. Ignatius College today 
shows the record of a heavy earthquake 
shock shortly after 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing. The tremors lasted one hour and 
17 minutes. 

Father Odenbachl, the observer, said 
that the record greatly resembled’ that 
made by the earthquake in Costa Rica 
last ,week, but was a much more pereate 
earth shock.

The suitable field for experiment in aviation 
and for trying out new machines and inexperi-. 
enced drivers is one of the prime necessaries’ 
for the development of aeroplane locomotion. 
It is difficult for inventors and practical avi- 
ators who are developing new ideas in aeronau- 
tics to find testing and practice grounds. The 
Wrights had their own field in Dayton. 
Curtiss has had a field on Long Island. 
But it is difficult to find suitable ‘fields. | 
It is even more difficult to obtain the use of good 
fields except at a cost which would be prohibitive 
to a majority of inventors and experimental avi- 
ators. Only men of large capital can buy or 
lease sufficient ground for their own use as aero~ 
plane testing fields. 

So great is the demand for testing grounds that 
Mr. Lambert believes it would be a fine stroke 
for St. Louis to offer this field for the free use 
of aviators developing new ideas and testing new 
machines. He believes that it would not only 
draw out a great deal of local inventive talent, 
but it would bring to St. Louis several hundred 
inventors and manufacturers engaged in devis- 
ing and manufacturing new aeroplane models. 
He believes it would make St. Louis the center 
of aeroplane invention and manufacture. 

There is foundation for the belief. The open- 
ing of such a free field would be an original 
step in promotion of the art and science of avia- 
tion, It would be a proof of the practical inter- 
est St. Louisans are taking in aviation. It would 
direct world-wide attention to the liberality and 
advanced ideas of St, Louis. It would be a po- 
jtent- inducement to aviators to establish head- 
quarters in St. Louis. : 

It would put St. Louis in the front rank of 
American centers of aeronaufics. It would be a 
modern municipal novelty. 

‘In the opinion of experts, the west half of 
Fairground Park is admirably adapted to and has 
ample area for an aviation field. All that is re- 
quired of the city is to abandon plans for im- 
proving that part of the patfk with trees and 
shrubbery, and to permit its free use to aviators. 
The open field will, of course, be available for 
baseball diamonds, golf links and other play- 
grounds. The flying mechines will not interfere 
with them, nor need the plans concerning the 
wooded eastern half be changed. It would re- 
main a garden spot. 

The advantage of the fleld would be greater 
if the city should grant its use for aviation meets. 
That would require its inclosure for 10 days or 
two weeks and a charge at the gate to defray ex- 
penses. Objection is urged against the pay gate 
and fence in a public park, but it should be 
borne in mfnd that not a doilar of individual 
profit will be made from the charges, which will 
be devoted to expense and prize money, and the. 
object will be public welfare. Only the’ cause of 
aviation and the municipality will be benefited. 
The public, in and out of the inclosure, will be 
able to s2e the machines fly. 

‘Paris offers certain available parts of her great 
park—the Bois de Boulogne—for -viation trials 
and contests. Berlin tenders park space for aero- 
nautics when it is desired. That city’s greatest 
aeronautic event was held in a public park. 

Shall St: Louis take the leacership of émerican 
cities in the encouragement as a municipality of 
aeronautics? No other large American city has 
a public aviation field nor the convenient, suit- 
able park space for the purpose. Mr. Lambert’s 
suggestion is original and valuable. It should 
not be dismissed lightly. It is well worth care- 
ful consideration.

“My suggestion would be that 128 of these shop- 
Keepers take their 12 teams, their 12 drivers, and 
their clerks and go out into the country and become 
producers instead of consumers; that they add 
something to the wealth of the country by creating 
it, instead of interposing an unnecessary and un- 
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consumer. 

“Contrary to public opinion, competitive prices are 
frequently very high prices." 

Who is the man that has made this suggestion 
for a co-operative tenement, a co-operative house- 
hold supply business and the elimination of com- 
jpetition? Qnly a few years ago, it would have 
been easy for any fairly intelligent man to clase- 
ify him.

‘OF KIEV SATURDAY! 


Expulsion Was Postponed 
‘From April 28 to Investi- 
gate Claims of Residence. 


By Associated Press. 
KIEV,. Russia, May 13.—The expulgion 


of Jews residing illegally in Kiev will 
be resumed tomorrow. In some in- 
stances a delay has been granted to 
permit a settlement of their affairs, but 
‘all of those marked for expulsion must 
leave the city before June 14. 

The order was issued as airesult of 
an agitation whic. began in the Yuma 
and originally provided that the expul- 
sion should take place April 28. Sub- 
sequently the order was supended by 
Premier Stolypin to permit a further 
éxamination of Jewish claims of resi- 
dence. 

The order applied to other eities and 
towns where Jews are residing without 
the pale, and local commissions were 
appointed to revise the list of tnose af- 
fected by the order, with the expecta- 
tion that a large proportion would be 
allowed to remain undisturbed. 

The Kiev commission has considered 
thus far about one thousand cases, of 
which 850 have been found to be sub- 
ject to expulsion. «he Governor-General 
has reviewed the decisions of the com- 
mission and confirmed the expulsion of 
700 of those listed.

“Bravo! Bravo! Well caught! Well 
caught!”’ shouted the Englishman, clap- 
ping his hands. 

His companion, an American, flushed 
with embarrassmen* while all the spec- 
tators in that part of the stand roared 
with laughter. The Englishman could 
not understand why the spectators re- 
garded him as they would have a man 
who applauded during the death scene 
in a play. 

From an American standpoint, the En- 
glishman’s outburst showed merely ig- 
norance of the game, while as a matter 
of fact it proved that American crowds 
have become blase. The spectators take 
for granted really wonderful catches 
and unless the outfielder is compelled 
to climb a tree, turn a double somer- 
sault, leap over a 10-foot bleacher fence, 
or do something equally sensational, he 
scarcely attracts attention. The view- 
point of the Englishman really was the 
proper one. He realized that Seymour 
had performed a difficult feat and was 
applauding the skill of the American 
player in catching fly balls. He ‘had 
watched cricketers ludicrously pursuing 
easy popups and floundering all over 
themselves in the effort to catch them, 
while the Americans, accustomed to 
seeing nearly every fly caught, re- 
‘garded the feat as commonplace. 

The marvelous work of the outfielders 
is perhaps the least appreciated part 
of the national game. Figtres will 
prove how wonderful the fielding ‘is. 
The fact is, that any batted ball which 
remains in the air three and a quarter 
seconds will be caught unless it is hit 
over some fence, crowd or stand. Nine- 
ty-nine out of 100 fly balls that stay in 
the air three seconds will be caught. In 
fact, any fly ball, unless a sharp line 
fly hit in an unexpected direction, or 
one hit far over the head of a player, 
will be caught in nine cases out of ten. 
So accustomed have the scorers become 
to seeing fly balls caught that when- 
ever the ball is hit into the air, the 
men who record the plays score the 
putout to the fielder before the ball 
strikes his hands, and when a fly is 
muffed, they are the last to see what 
has happened. Further, while often 
lenient with the infielders on fumbles, 
they charge the outfielder with errors 
no matter how far he may run, or 
what position he may be in, if the ball 
strikes his hands. They expect him to 
catch every ball he can get his hands 
upon. 

Five Muffs in 1000 Chances. 
UT of 1000 fly balls batted in 
games in the American and Na- 
: tional leagues during the season 
of 1909 (games chosen at random from 
score books) all except 27 were caught 
and nine of these were misjudged either 
because of tle glare of the sun, the 
bad background or heavy shadows un- 
der the stands caused the outfielders to 
start in the wrong direction so they 
were unable to recover in time to catch 
the ball. Only five were plain muffs. 
Dozens of outfielders go through entire 
seasons without missing any ball upon 
which they can lay their hands. 

Catching flies is the least part of 
the work of outfielders. They must not 
only be able to catch fly balls, but 
catch them in position to make a throw 
the instant the ball touches the hands. 
‘They must have strength or arm, ac- 
curacy and absolute knowledge of the 
angles of the field, and they must 
throw on the line and make the ball 
bound accurately into the hands of the 
catcher or baseman. 

Primarily the outfielder must know 
the “inside game” as well as does the 
infielder, although not called upon to 
get into the play as often. He can 
make more mistakes and be more care- 
less, but he should make as close a 
study of batters and base-runners and 
watch the signals. If he is to succeed 
he must have an intuitive sense or di- 
rection, keen hearing, a quick eye; 
must make a study of backgrounds and 
take advantage.of every light and 
shadow. 
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CHAPTER IX. s 
OUTFIELDING.

The “‘grooves’’ in the outfield are two 
in number, their width depénding upon 
the positions and spee of the out- 
fielders. They run from a point 4di- 
rectly behind the positions of the short 
stop and second basemen: between the 
outfielders, widening rapidly after pass- 
ing the line between the fielders. Down 
these “grooves” any hard hit “ball is 
certain to go safe unless the fielder 
has anticipated the direction of the hit. 
He must do this either through knowl- 
edge of where the batter usually hits 
or through signals informing him what 
kind of ball the pitcher is going to 
pitch, from which he can judge the 
general direction,jn which the batter 
is likely to hit. 

Must Know Batters, 

Intimate knowledge of batters, where 
they hit and how, is the primer of the 
outfielder. EEach man must know how 
hard Fred Clarke, left-handed batter, is 
likely to hit a left-handed pitcher’s fast 
curve towards leftfield, and héw hard 
he will pull the ball to right if it is 
pitched inside the plate. The leftfielder 
must know that he must play §&O feet 
nearer the diamond when Keeler is bat- 
ting than when Cobb faces the pitcher. 
Every batter in the entire league must 
be played in the same manner and the 
range of an outfielder in one game fre- 
quently is 100 feet between his inside 
and his outside distances. Frequently, 
of course, a batter will hit where he is 
not expected to hit, but if the flelder is 
playing correctly no criticism is of- 
fered. It is regarded as one of the in- 
evitable happenings. 

Jimmy Slagle, for years regarded as 
‘one of the greatest judges of batters 
and the direction of their hits, went 
wrong one season. It was not because 
his judgment was at fault but be- 
cause, for weeks and weeks, batters hit 
exactly where they seemed least likely 
to hit. The same thing happened to 
Sheckard of Chicago in 1909, and iMke 
Mitchell, of Cincinnati, in. 1908. Sheck- 
ard, after a phenomenal run: of these 
accidents, at the close of an inning one 
day took off his glove, closed his eyes 
and whirling around and around, let 
the glove fly. 

‘What's that for, Sheck?” called one 
of his teammates. 

“T’m getting so ['m always wrong 
calling the turn on where batters will 
hit,” he replied, “‘So I’m going to play 
wherever the glove lights.”’ 

Scheme Changed Sheckard’s Luck. 

The following inning he played on 
the spot. where he picked up the 
glove. He was 560 feet out of proper 
position for the batter, but that un- 
lucky man drove a hard line fly 
straight into Sheckard’s hands, and 
from that on to the end of the season 
Sheckard guesed right. He claimed 
the scheme changed his luck. 

Different teams have widely vary- 
ing systems of outfield play. Some 
play the “outside distance’ on the 
theory that the fielders can come for- 
ward faster than they can go out 
after balis over their heads, Others 
play the “inside distance,” on the 
theory that their throws will be more 
accurate and faster and that the num- 
ber of short flies they will reach will 
more than offset the few long ones 
that will pass over their heads. Oth- 
ers play the middle distance and 
take chances both ways. The inside 
limit distance is more and more in 
favor among the thinking managers. 

The Boston American team of 1909 
played the outside limit all the time, 
but the speed of the outfielders saved 
the team. Pittsburg, playing the 
greatest shifting game of the year. 
used all the limits, changing their 
outfield distance with regard to the 
pitcher who was working for them. 
The Chicago National team played 
the “middle distance” and Detroit 
played the inside limit most: of the 
time, although shifting frequently. 

Of course outfielders adapt their 
distances to their own weaknesses 
or strength. Some men can move 
forward with great speed and are un- 
certain as to either direction or dis- 
tanec on balls hit over them. With 
Cobb, Clarke, Schulte, Leach, Davy 
Jones and Speaker, the distance 
chosen amounts to little, as they can 
retrieve mistakes in judgment by 
speed of foot. With men like Lum- 
ley, Sheckard and Crawford, who lack 
speed, the study of direction is much 
more necessary. They are compelled 
to make up by brainwork what they 
lack in fleetness to equal the work 
of their faster competitors.
